First, mix the egg with the flour, adding 
the milk gradually until a smooth, but not 
too thin, batter is made. Beat this for ten 
minutes, addwg more milk until the batter 
is quite thin. Leave to stand in a cold place 
for at least an hour. 

See that the tin is well greased and really 
hot before pouring the batter in. It should 
not fili the tin more than an inch deep. Most 
important of. all, see that the oven is very 
hot, or the pudding will not rise. The correct 
temperature is 375deg. to 400deg. Bake for 
half an hour on the top shelf. 

To make a savoury dish add a small finely 
chopped onion and a _ dessertspoonful of 
parsley to the batter when beaten. Sausage 
or steak can be cooked in the batter to make 
a self-contained dish. For the batter do not 
use too much flour, which makes it heavy.

AN EX-OFFICER.

AST night 1 took it down from the

“In the discussion whether cement works 
tht to be located in Wexford or Bal- 
briggan,, I am somewhat surprised to note. 
that no one has. suggested re-openin 
of the cement works on the Grand Canal. 
These. works. were in full swing about 
twenty-five: or thirty years ago, and the 
whole area in which they are situated was 
a busy hive ‘of cement and bri¢k-making: ' 
The gaunt ruins of the worka may still 
be seen on the left bank of the Grand 
Canal at the First. Lock. As one looks 
westwards from the steep back of Rialto 
Bridge, the buildings may be seen quite 
clearly, and the chimney is still some- 
thing of a landmark for the locality.

Treason was a bigger offence 
altogether, There was clear power to grant 
bail to the accused men. 

Superintendent Curtin said that the whole 
case with which the aecused men were 
charged. was treason. If there was never 
treason in the case he would strongly oppose 
hail on the evidence of the first witness. 
People must realise that they could not be 
allowed to go round the country to the 
terror of peaceable inhabitants, and the 
sooner such persons realised the fact the 
better it would be for themselves.

many other pressing needs, the creation of a 
would do harm to the Church among the large 
do harm to the Church among the large 
Church population in Belfast, which is 
la ouring under serious economic conditions 
cwing to trade conditions and unemploy- 
ment. That Southern Churchmen with the 
best intentions revived the proposal, is not 
resented, but it is felt that those - residing 
in the South are out of touch with the 
actual position in Beliast and its many other 


needs. 
A SUGGESTION. 

A suggestion has been made by a pro- 
minent Northern Churchman that the General 
Synod should hold its annual meet- 
ings alternately in Belfast and Dublin. 
Such a course, he declares, would be 
productive of great good to the Church 
as a whole. In the 
(Down and Connor and 
Derry, Raphoe and Clogher) are 
trated almost three-quarters of the entire 
population of the Church in Ireland. The 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
although only a small. proportion of its mem- 
bership is in the Free State, occasionally 
meets in Dublin, and the Methodist Church, 
with a greater proportion of its membership 
in the North, meets alternately in Dublin, 
Cork and Belfast. Occasional meetings of 
the General Synod in Belfast would do much 
to impress the actual conditions in the North 
upon the members, and at the same time the 
gathering of so many of the Church’s leaders 
from the South in Belfast would lead to 
greater harmony and unity on all Church 
matters, and would enable Northern Church- 
men to appreciate more fully the problems 
facing the Church in the South.

There was no delay on the part of the 
Government in dealing with the problem of 
de-rating.

it had the subject thoroughly examined. Any 
pruposed scheme, whether general or partial, 
involved a very profound change in the 
method of raising money for public purposes, 
and in the immediate iacidence of taxation.

It will be administered by 
the Secretary of Agriculture as loans for 
the purchase of live-stock and for the re- 
habilitation of drought-stricken areas. In 
theory, the advances will be safeguarded 
by liens on crops or other substantial 
securities. On the one hand, Mr. Hoover 
has saved the presidential face. On the 
other, the Democrats are not dissatisfied, 
because the Secretary of Agriculture will 
have power to spend some of the money— 
perhaps, most of it—on food for human 
beings. 

America’s hatred of the dole is based on 
two grounds—one temperamental, the 
other practical. Temperamentally, the 
Americans have no use for failure. Their 
material gospel is the survival of the 
fittest, and, whatever socialists or 
humanitarians may say, we must acknow- 
ledge that America’s hard wisdom is con- 
firmed by the unbroken verdict of history. 
Practically, the dole is anathema to 
American citizens by reason of the finan- 
cial abuses and the moral degradation 
which have surrounded it in Great Britain. 
Americans do some injustice to the 
British ‘system of unemployment insur- 
ance. They seem to believe that Britain’s 
insurance benefits are poor law relief 
pure and simple, for which the recipient 
makes no return. In law, of course, the 
benefits come from a fund which is main- 
tained on an actuarial basis by the joint 
contributions of employers, workers and 
the State. Facts show, however, that the 
American instinct is thoroughly sound. 
To-day the unemployment insurance 
system floats in air, a shattered and dis- 
credited theory. Benefits have ceased 
to be imsurance payments because the 
Unemployment Fund is no _ longer 
solvent. The insurance scheme is 
getting into debt at the rate of a million 
pounds a week, and next year the 
Treasury's share of the cost will be at 
least 250,000,000. Furthermore, the total 
expenditure on all the social services this 
year, exclusive of War pensions, will be 
nearly £200,000,000. Can we wonder at 
America’s suspicion of the dole? 

Yet, as the reference to War pensions 
reminds us, England has her compensa- 
tions. Her burden of pensions after the 
Great War was enormous, but, under an 
admirable system of administration, the 
cost has diminished steadily. At the 
present time it is something like 
£52,000,000 a year; it will be £37,000,000 
in 1940, and, according to careful esti- 
mates, it will have fallen to £10,000,000 
in 1965. America, on the other hand, so 
rigid in the matter of public relief, has 
been extraordinarily lavish in the matter 
of war pensions. For nearly half a century 
after her Civil War the amount and 
promiscuity of her war pensions were a 
costly joke. A wound at Gettysburg 
appeared invariably to produce an un- 
natural length of years. Mr. Hoover is 
combatting an attempt to re-create this 
situation for the American ex-soldiers: of 
the Great War. ‘‘ Pensions for soldiers ’’ is 
a good election cry, and to-day there is 
formidable support in Congress for a grant 
of ex-soldiers’ bonuses to the amount of 
nearly £100,000,000. Furthermore, a bill 
is being prepared which proposes a new 
pension scheme of £3,600,000 for 
American widows and orphans of the 
Great War. To these schemes Mr. 
Hoover's Government is strongly hostile, 
but he cannot anticipate the coming 
struggle without misgivings. Hitherto Mr. 


Hoover has been an unlucky President. 


The ‘‘ prosperity’’ régime which he was 
to have inaugurated has collapsed in dire 
distress. His popularity decreases, and 
resistance to the new pension schemes will 
be an inauspicious start of his campaign 
for another term of office. 


New Zealand’s Sorrow. 

All Irishmen will rejoice to learn that 
the loss of life in New Zealand is unlikely 
to prove so great as was feared when 
the first tidings of the earthquake came. 
These cataclysms of nature manifest 
themselves, perhaps, most cruelly in this 
respect, that, having wrought destruction, 
they conceal its full extent until they have 
brought double terror upon the survivors— 
past fear for themselves, present fear for 
the fate of companions. The latest reports 
indicate that in all 160 victims have been 
buried, and, doubtless, some bodies remain 
under the débris. Nevertheless, though 
smaller than was feared, so great a loss is 
‘sufficient to touch all men’s hearts with 


sorrow. Among the list of dead we read 
, many Irish names, and to the kin of their 


bearers we extend particular sympathy. 
Though the loss to life far outweighs any 
consideration of damage to property, it 
will come as a consolation to those who, 
having cheated death, thought their hopes 
of the future to be shattered irretrievably, 
that the extent of damage, too, has not 
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time must elapse before the citizens of 
New Zealand can recover from the blow

Let us be glad that there are ordeals to 
which we are not subject, and let our 
sympathy with New Zealand be the greater 
on that account. 


A Scottish Problem, 


According to a Special Correspondent of 
the Observer, the nationalist movement 
in Scotland is beginning to develop an 
economic programme, and proposes, as soon 
as possible, to create a National Trade 
Development Board for the whole country. 
Since the War Scotland has felt the weight 
of economic depression. more heavily than 
any other part of the British Isles. The 
great industries of the Clyde have been 
ruined. Coatbridge, the ‘‘ Iron Borough,”’ 
is almost derelict, with its splendid blast 
furnaces rotting of rust. In Dundee, which 
depends entirely, on jute, no- fewer than 
10,000 workers are idle, and the linen 
trade of Dunfermline is almost at a stand- 
still. Industrial Scotland, in short, is in 
an extremely serious plight, and the 
advocates of Scottish nationalism are deter- 
mined to do something to restore the 
prosperity of pre-war days.. They strongly 
resent the tendency, which has been notice- 
able of late, to transfer Scottish industrial 
enterprises to the South of England. 
Indeed, they seem to be promulgating a 
doctrine reminiscent of Sinn Fein, in its 
economic manifestations of some twenty 
years ago. In existing circumstances, Scot- 
land is having a difficult struggle to main- 
tain her economic individuality. Southern 
England, with her great reserves of 
purchasing power, acts as a mighty 
magnet, and Scottish industry finds itself 
at the moment in danger of the fate of 
Sinbad’s ship. In the Highlands the 
problem of increasing emigration is caus- 
ing much concern: The people are miser- 
ably poor—poorer, if possible, than those 
of the Irish Gaeltacht—and, as the Low- 
lands de-line in wealth, the Highlands are 
suffering from the inevitable reaction. 
There is a sturdy spirit in Scotland which 
will not allow her people to remain passive 
during this crisis in her industrial 
fortunes. The new movement is spread- 
ing through the country. Attempts are 
being made to attract American capital to 
the Clyde, and every industrial town is 
embarking upon a “ publicity ’’ campaign. 
Many years may pass before the banks of 
the Clyde will recover their former wealth ; 
but while Scottish blood runs in the people’s 
veins they will not strike the flag that they 
have held aloft through so many centuries. 


Postets. 


On Thursday London will see a com- 
prehensive exhibition of travel posters, 
selected by a committee of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. Primarily 
the exhibition is designed to stress 
the architectural interest in posters, 
but its scope will be wider, em- 
bracing a study of travel posters from 
all countries. A strong contrast is mani- 
fest between the works in this department 
of British and foreign artists. Everybody 
is familiar with the delightful specimens 
turned out within recent years by certain 
British railway companies. Most of these 
designs were.from the brush of famous 
English artists. They were composed, 
drawn and painted with the utmost care, 
and generally with meticulous attention to 
detail. The ordinary man. could not fail 
to stop and examine them, once they had 
caught his eye. On the other hand, it may 
be questioned whether they really served 


their purpose as advertisements. Sometimes 


one is inclined to ask if the art of ad- 
vertising has gone too far in the direction 
of art and not far «nough in the direction 
of advertisement. Two schools exist, 
whose protagonists, broadly, are, on the 
one hand, Great Britain and America, and, 
on the other hand, the continental 
nations. The former section—perversely 
enough, since one does not associate 
pictorial art intimately with Great 
Britain and America—clings to the 
idea of the “ artistic ” poster, while the 
other side aims, in the main, at utility, 
and thus favours “ striking ’’ and impres- 
sionistic work. Doubtless, the poster of 
the future will take the form of a com- 
promise between their views. 


ADRIFT ON AN ICE- 
FLOE. 


MEN DISCOVERED BY AN 
AEROPLANE.

THE IRISH BANKS. 

TO THE EDITOR, OF TH& IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—This is the season for the annual 
bank reports, and we get them with clock- 
like regularity, together with the usual 
platitudes about trade and business. Whether 
the year is a good or a bad one for business, 
there is never any noticeable variation in 
bank profits. This year, however, the chatr- 
man of one of the banks has made some 
observations which call for comment. Having 
remarked on the matter of Stock EE oy SM 
losses, he says that, ““the moral seems to 
to avoid Stock Exchange speculation and to 
lace your money on deposit with the 

nks.’’ While the warning as to speculation 
is not unsound generally, surely there is some 
alternative to giving your surplus cash to the 
bank at 14%. In the course of some further 
remarks the chairman admits that money at 
call and short notice during the year just 
ended showed a reduction of £1,700,000, and 
that this amount, and a bit more, were in- 
vested because the bank could cnly get a 
little over 2% for the money in the open 
market. If sound investment at 5% is good 
enough for the banks’ surplus cash, why 
must the banks’ customers be advised to 
stick to deposits at 149%? The small farmer 
or shopkeeper, with £1,000 surplus cash, 
would get £15 a year from the bank, as 
against £50 from numerous gilt-edged 
securities—a difference of £35 a year, which 
is not to be sneezed at in these hard times. 

The chairman also states that “ long ex- 
ban has shown @us that a good ba 
jouse is an important factor in attracting 
new business Is it necessary to 
spend thousands in building mansions at 
every cross-roads in the country, or in the 
reconstruction of existing buildings? It is 
the customers, and not, the who have

NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

HE Working Committee of the All- 

India Moslem Conference adopted a 
resolution to-day declaring that it was 
unable to approve of the Prime Minister's 
statement at the close of the Round Table 
Conference until specific proposals ‘ad 
been framed concerning safeguards and 
reservations for the protection of the 
Moslem minority. 

The committee also refused to accept the 
scheme of federal structure embodied at 
the Round Table Conference, as it was 
considered to be at variance with the plan 
of federal government demanded in Delhi 
two years ago. 

While recording their Fe disap- 
pointment at the failure o 
to find a suitable settlement of the Hindu- 
Moslem question, the Committee con- 
sidered that no constitutional structure, 
however plausible, would appeal to 
Moslems unless their interests and rights 
were effectively safeguarded as regards 
separate representation. 

The committee was dissatisfied . with 
“the Prime Minister's flippant “treat 
ment ” of the question of separate repre. 
sentation, and urged Moslems to resort to 
any action deemed to be necessary for 
expressing their just demands. 

Finally, the committee suggested a 
special session of the Moslem | ference 
with a view to deciding the line of action 
necessary to enforce the Moslem point of 
view in the framing of the Constitution.

ACCUSED MAN SENTENCED

It is announced by the Navy Depart- 
ment that the courtmartial on General 
Smedley Butler for his alleged remarks 
reflecting on Signor Mussolini has been 
abandoned. General Butler will be repri- 

The decision was made after Mr. Adams. 
the Secretary for the Navy, had received i 
letter from General Butler, further ex. 
plaining his reference to Signor Mussolini. 

In his letter to Mr. Adams, General 
Butler said that he believed that the. speech 
he made on January 19th at Philadelphia 
to the Contemporary Club, in which refer- 
ence to Signor Mussolini was made, was 
confidential, and he apologised for the in- 
discretion. 

In reply to-day, Mr. Adams said: “ Such 
action on your part merits and receives un- 

ualified condemnation from the Navy 
partment, and you are hereby repri- 
manded.”’ | 

Mr. Adams stated that the general court- 
martial would be abandoned, “ in view of 
your record of brilliant service,” and 
added: “ It is hoped that this incident will 
have a salutary effect on your future con- 
duct in matters of this character.” 

[Note.—The Secretary of the Navy 
announced on January 29th that General 
Butler must face a general courtmartia] 
on account of the speech which he de- 
livered before the Contemporary Club in 
Philadelphia on January 19th. The 
General, who is known as “ the pride of 
the devil dogs ” in the Navy, related a 
story told him by a friend; whom he did 
not name, but who was understood to have 
been young Cornelius Vanderbilt, junior. 
a journalist, and a scion of the famous 
Vanderbilt family. The General said this 
friend told him of a motor drive he took 
with Signor Mussolini in Italy. During 
the ride a small child was said to have 
been run over by the car. Signor 
Mussolini was said to have remarked: 
“ What is one life in affairs of State?’’ 

The Italian Ambassador in Washington 
made a strong protest to the State Depart- 
ment. The Ambassador’s pretest was 
followed up by swiftly-worded cables and 
denials from the Quirinal, and it was soon 
clear that the State Department was 
faced with a very delicate situation, and 
that nothing less than a full apology 
would satisfy the honour and pride of 
Signor Mussolini and the Italian people. 

General Butler was summoned to Wash- 
ington. Apparently he stuck to his guns 
and admitted the substantial accuracy of 
the newspaper reports of his speech. It 
was then announced~ that he had been 
ordered to place himself in open arrest, 
preparatory to trial by courtmartial. ’ 

Meanwhile, after an all-night. con- 
ference at the State Department, Mr 
Stimson, the Secretary of State, despatched 
a formal apology to Signor Mussolini in a 
Note handed to the Italian Ambassador 
Signor de Martino. The latter expressed 
his pleasure at the terms of the Note, and 
said he was glad the United States 
Government had acted so promptly to 
remedy what the Italians considered a 
glaring affront. 

Not since the American Civil War has 
an officer of General Butler’s rank been 
subjected to a courtmartial. An unusua' 
feature of the case was the way in which 
General Butler stood by the Press reports 
of his speech. ]

CURRENCY TO BE PUT 
AT 1929 LEVEL. 


THE Australian Government is be- 

lieved to have rejected the re- 
medies pro by the Committee of 
Experts for the saving of the country. 
It disapproves of the policy of reduc- 
ing wages, and proposes instead to 
restore the value of Australian cur- 
rency to the 1929 level. 

The report of the Committee of Ex- 
perts was described as the gravest 
warning ever given to the Govern- 
ment, It recommended the reduction 


by another £15,000,000 a year in 
of Civil Service salaries, and a revi- 


sion of old age, invalid and war pen- 
sions. 


NO WAGE REDUCTIONS.

GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSALS 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CANBERRA, Saturday. 


In his first pronouncement on financial 
policy since he was reinstated in his post 
as Treasurer of the Commonweaith, Mr. 
Theodore, told: the, Premier's. Conference 
to-day that the Government had rejected 
the policy of reducing wages, and pro- 
posed instead to,restore the value of the 
Australian currency to its 1929 level. 
That would mean an increase of 30 per 
cent. on present wholesale prices. 

The fall in prices, Mr. Theodore added, 
had benefited everyone with. a fixed 
income, while workers, farmers and indus- 
trialists had suffered. The Government, 
therefore, proposed to correct this. The 
return to 199 prices would not mean 
inflation, but would increase the national 
income by £100,000,000 and provide work 
for 200,000 unemployed. 


EXCHANGE RATES, 

The policy of wage reductions, he con- 
tinued, had been accompanied by the 
growth of unemployment and bankrupt- 
cies. Interest must be reduced equally 
with wages and pensions. The alteration 
of price levels would bring this about. 

Mr. Theodore hinted that the Govern- 
ment intended to take drastic control of 
exchange rates. 

Mr. Theodore’s speech has aroused wide 
comment, and is interpreted as meaning 
that the Government is in favour of a 
limited increase in the note issue, and that 
it has rejected the remedies set forth by 
the Committee of Experts. 


THE OURRENCY LEVEL. 


Mr. Theodore’s plan to restore the value 
of the Australian currency to its 1929 
level is unatceptable to Queensland and 
Western Australia, and is certain to be 
rejected by the Commonwealth Bank 
Board unless it is greatly altered. 

Mr. Scullin and Mr. Theodore are en- 
deavouring to obtain the support of Mr. 
Hogan, the Premier of Victoria, and Mr. 
Hill, the Premier of South Australia, who 
are so far undecided. Mr. Scullin entirely 
supports Mr. Theodore’s plan, and has 
definitely rejected the Melbourne agree- 
ment. This places Mr. Hill. and Mr. 
Hogan in a dilemma, and will expose them 
to the wrath of the Labour machine if 
they continue to honour the agreement. 

Mr. Theodore will have an interview 
with the Bank Board to-morrow. 

The Premiers have decided to remain at 
Canberra and await the result of the inter- 
view. Mr. Land, the Premier of New 
South Wales, is playing a lone hand, and 
will to-morrow tell the Conference his 
plan, the basis of which is the reduction 
of interest and the adoption of a new form 
of currency. 


MENACING POSITION.

THE EXPERTS’ PLANS. 


Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CANBERRA, Saturday. 


The reduction of the expenditure of the 
Australian Federal and State Governments 
by a further £15,000,000 a year is the basis 
of the experts’ three years’ plan to save 
Australia, which was submitted to the 
conference of Premiers to-day. 

The experts urge that, in order to avoid 
default, the salary of every civil servant 
must be cut; and the scale of old age, 
invalid and War pensions revised. They 
describe the position as menacing, and say 
that, though their proposals involve severe 
sacrifices for all classes, the alternative of 
default in debt payments would cause im- 
measurably greater evils and suffering. 

Inflation is condemned as not being the 
road.to recovery, but to collapse. 

The conference, continues, but so far 
there is no sign of an agreement being 
reached. 


THE GRAVEST WARNING. 


The report, which is described as the 
gravest, plainest warning ever given to the 
Government, further says that it is. now 
impossible to balance this year’s Budgets. 
Only the immediate drastic reduction of 
expenditure will afford a chance of 
approaching a balance in the financial 
year 1931-32. 

Obstacles exist, it states, to: increasing 
taxation on. interest, but some interest 
incomes can bear heavier taxation. It 
suggests that..future Government loans 
shall be made subject to taxation. 


AN OPEN SECRET. 

The report regards the present exchange 
rates as having gone beyond the stage at 
which they measure accurately the relative 
purchasing powers of the British and 
Australian currencies, but‘says only the 
restoration of confidence can effect a reduc- 
tion or prevent a further increase. 

Though Sir Robert Gibson, chairman 
of the Board of Commonwealth Banks, is 
chairman of the Committee, his name does 
not appear as a signatory to its plan. The 
name of Mr. Sheehan, the Commonwealth 
representative, is also omitted. The 
reason is—this is an open secret—that Mr. 
Scullin, thé Prime Minister, held that the 
experts had no right to compile a plan, but

-BOYCOTTING THE 
ELECTIONS.

In a leading article The Ti-tes 
observes:—A Royal Decree issued in 
Madrid yesterday orders the long-delayed 
elections for a new Cortes, the deputies 
to be elected on March Ist and the 
senators on March 15th. The Decree is 
intended to be the first of the formal pro- 
cesses necessary for the re-establishment 
of, the normal political system. Unfor- 
tunately for the better government of 
Spain, numerous important parties—some 
because they profess. to doubt the’ good 
faith of the Government, and some be- 
cause they wish first to settle accounts 
with the King—have resolved to boycott 
the elections. The Dictatorship set up by 
the coup d’étut of 1923 had uo legal au- 
thority ; it had only the justification of 
success 

The Government may argue that the 
Constitution was never abrogated, but only 
left in abeyance, and the defenders of the 
King may claim that he had 
choice but to act as he did 
the exceptional conditions of the 
Dictatorship, These arg ents have 
done nothing to stop the attacks on King 
Alfonso. The distrust of the King’s Govern- 
ment has, fortunately, been somewhat 
lessened by a concession to popular opinion 
which Genera] Berenguer wisely made last 
week. He decided to allow all towns in 
Spain, except the provincial capitals, to 
elect their own Mayors in place of the 
nominees of the Marques de Estella. By 
this decision he has won over some 
wavering Conservatives, and persuaded the 
Liberals under Count Romanones, who had 
proposed to boycott the elections, to change 
their: minds. ' 

MAKING THE ELECTIONS FREE. : 

The censorship is to be raised to-day, 
and General Berenguer has apparently 
made a genuine effort to permit the elec- 
tions to be free—or as free as elections 
ever are in Spain—but the Republicans, 
the Socialists and the Constituent group 
remain committed to a _ boycott, It is 
unfortunate that the Socialists, who 
managed to increase their strength quietly 
during the Dictatorship, could not be con- 
vinced that the elections will be fairly 
conducted, and induced to take part; for 
a lead from them would have been followed 
by others. 

The result may be an artificial Govern- 
ment majority, but, if constitutionalism 
is not properly restored in Spain, the 
blame must be largely with those who 
deliberately stand aside .from the polls.

THE BOOTS TARIFF. 

Turning to the effect of.the tariff on boots, 
Mr. Hogan said that only one-fourth of the 
boots required were manufactured in this 
country.

rt’ three-fourths “of ‘tlie: boots required 
or this country.

As regard the question of a tariff on 
oats, the Free State produced £4,000,000 
worth oí oats annually, and only im- 
ported £30,000 worth. Supposing they 
put on a tariff which would increase the 
pric» of oats to 14s. or 15s, a barrel, 
nobody would buy oats except the man 
who wanted it to feed horses. Who 
would buy oats at 7s. a cwt. when he 
could buy Indian meal at 4s. a cwt., 
cotton cake at 9s. 5d., or wheat at 16s. 
a barrel. 

What. the farmers of the country 
wanted was cheap feeding-stuffs; and ‘t 
was because these. were cheap that this 
country was relatively better off than any 
other country. If the Government, for 
the sake of popularity, had taken 
action that would increase the price 
of raw materials, this country at the 
present moment would be bankrupt. It 
was because the Government’s policy had 
been to improve the quality of the 
finishéd article, and-to keep déwm the 
price of the raw materials, that the 
Free State was able to hold its own 
to-day. 


‘*THOU SHALT NOT STEAL.” 

They were told “that they might 
economise by keeping the land annuities 
at home. They might as well tell-them 
to economise by keeping another man’s 
money. They had no right to de-rate or 
do anything else with the three million 
land annuities, because there was a law 
known as*the Seventh Commandinent which 
said, ‘‘Thou shalt not steal,” The land 
annuities were simply the interest and 
sinking fund of the money lent to the 
Irish farmer to buy his land.

EVIDENCE OF PRISON LABOUR. 


OMMANDER CARLYON BELLAIRS. 
M.P., has addressed the following 
letter to the Prime Minister :— 

10 Eaton place, S.W.1, 


6th February, 1931. 


Dean Prime MINISTER, 

It will be within your recollection that 1 
was expressly invited by the Government to 
supply the evidence of prison labour in the 
Soviet Russian timber trade. Subsequently. 
when I was supplied with evidence, both the 
. President of the Board of Trade and the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs said 
that no consideration would be given to tie 
matter, since no public body of any sort had 
protested, There is no question about tne 
weight of protest to-day, but Lord 
Ponsonby yesterday took the ground that-- 
(1) the evidence was insufficient; (2) evidence 
' as submitted showed only 60,000 prisoners 
Jabouring in the timber forests of Russia. 

With regard to (1), I enclose further evi- 
dence in the form of copies of nine affidavits 
of escaped risoners. With regard to (2), 
at no time has this been stated, though ev}- 
dence as to two camps—Vishesky and Kot- 
las--came to about 60,000 prisoners. The high 
Ogpu official, whose affidavit 1 have in my 
hands as I write—I enclose copy—swears to 
662,200 prisoners in the timber camps on 
May 1, 1930, according to the statistical 
registration list. He fled from his post in 
Russia on June 21, so his information is first 
hand, Yours sincerely,

IN A FOREST CAMP. 


The -following are extracts from the more 
important of the nine affidavits enclosed ip 
the letter from Commander Bellair's to the 
Prime Minister. In most cases it has been 
impossible to give the names for publication 
for fear of reprisals on their families and 
relations still resident in Russia :— 

Sworn statement by Nicholas Ivanovitch 
Malyshev, peasant of the province of 
Kostroma, and former student of the Military 
Academy of Medicine of Petrograd :— 

Was arrested for anti-Soviet propaganda in 
Red Army while serving there in the quality 
of medical assistant, and sentenced to three 
vears’ penal Jabour. Spent the period from 
Bth July, 1929, to 1st July. 1930. at the hard 
labour forest work in the 0.G.P.U. camps at 
Solovki. 

The political exiles—who are the only ones 
present, as ordinary criminals are not sent 
there—live in barracks hastily put up by the 
prisoners themselves. The. floors are simply 
made of earth, and, as the soil remains more 
or less frozen all the year round, the floor is 
just one block of ice. Neither are there any 
roofs; the ceilings which take their place in- 
variably leak, letting the water from the melt- 
ing snow drip through them. The barracks 
are fearfully damp and cold. There is no 
heating; this is supplied by the breath of the 
prisoners. 


TYPHUS EPIDEMIC. 


The overcrowdi is something terrible. 
The quantity oí «lice is--terrifving. The 
‘epidemic of typhus fever Cost their life to tens 
of thousands human bemg:. | also fell ill 
with typhus in December, 1929, and was 

laced into the Kandalaksha Hospital. This 
ospital was designed for seventy-five patients : 
it accommodated at the time more than two 
hundred, ~The patients lay there on bare 
planks. 

The percentage of daily mortality in that 
honpital wes no “less than fifteen per cent. 
Cases of freezing are a daily occurrence at 
the forest works. This is due mainly to the 
fact that hardly any of the prisoners pos- 
sessed warm clothing. 

In winter time the work goes on uninter- 

ly from five in the morning till eight 
in ‘the evening. In winter every prisoner 
has to saw down thirty-five trees, at soij 
level, and to rid them of their branches, after 
sawing off the top of the tree. 


“ THOROUGH THRASHING.” 


Those Who have not completed their task 
till eight in the evening get a thorough 
thrashing. The Bolsheviks do rot. abstuin 
from applying hard labour even to childrey ; 
lads of filteen, sixteen and seventeen years 
were in the camp at the same time as 1,

The prisoners get their. meals twice a day.

R. Blythe, Minister for Finance in 
the Irish Free State, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at.a meeting in the Town 
Hall, Navan, yesterday. He analysei 
the policy: of. the Government, and 
claimed that it was a national Govyern- 
iment. He strongly defended the steps 
taken to revive the Irish language, and 
also dealt with the. agitation. about the 
retention of land annuities, and said that a 
Blue Book setting out the legal position 
in the matter would be riches. 8 shortly. 


NO APOLOGY. 


a 


GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

Mr. Blythe said that the Government, had 
nothing to apologise for or to be ashamed of 
in connection with their policy. There was 
this to be said for that policy, that people 
knew where they stood with the Government 
aud what they could expect from them. They 
had not tried to produce political ‘‘ stunts ”’ ; 
they had tried to avoid them, and to do their 
business as' serious men charged with a 
serious responsibility, They had tried to 
keep before them their duty to the country ; 
to make sure, so far as they could, that 
all that was good of their work would last, 
and that after the present Government was 
gone, the Free State would remain as a 
permanent monument to men like Collins and 
Griffith, who alone were responsible: for its 
foundation. 

Referring to Fianna Fail’s talk about 
Republicanism, he said that there was no 
pariicular virtue in Republicanism, as distinct 
from any other form of government, and the 
adoption of the demand an Irish Republic 
by the Irish people in the years 1918-onward 
was not a matter of principle, but a. matter 
of. expediency. They were coerced by 
circumstances into making their demand, a 
demand for the establishment of an Irish 
Republic, and making their effort an effort 
to have an Iresh Republic created, . because 
had they formulated any other demand there 
would have been some doubt as to what the 
n: tional aim was. There was mo doubt that 
what the Irish people wanted was complete 
control of all their own affairs, internal and 
external, and their demand enabled the people 
to. stand together in such a way that’ there 
could be no dividing. them by any hair- 
splitting arguments about what the national 
objective was. It would have been very bad 
tactics for anybody then amongst the leaders 
I; have done anything else than stand by 
the.demand for a Republic. His point cf 
View was that just as “it. would have been 
very bad tactics for anybody in 1918 or 1921 
to have had any other objective naíora tim 
tan the establishment of an Irish Repub lic, 
s» at the present day it was tiad tactics to 
promote the object of a Republic. 


DIGGING A TRENCH. 

If the Free State were to siicceed ‘u de- 
claring itself a Republic and making that 
declaration effective they would be “so bette: 
of politically, and they would definitely have 
cast away the possibility of national reuaiwn. 
They would have dug between “ee present 
Free. State and Northern Ireland a: <eep 
iwench, and the two territories would be as 
‘lefinitely separated from one another as 
rance and Belgium. He believed that they 
had greater“ national freedom and greater 
national security as a result of their nember- 
ship of the British Commortwealth of Nations 
than they would or’ could have as a separate 
and independent Republic in the world to- 
day. There was absolutely no possibility of 
interference by an outside Power with their 
powers. in the Free State, and the country 
was internationally recognised, on precisely 
the same footing as other countries, like 
Belgium and Holland. When people on the 
other side talked of their determination to 
establish an Irish Republic they were cither 
talking withont any meaning at all or else 
they were’ p ito plunge this country 
into something from which it could gzin 
nothing, and in which it could not succeed. 
If the: British stood out and kept the ring 
he doubted if it would be possible for the 
Free State to re-establish the political unity 
of this country, and it certainly would not be 
profitable. 

If there was to be re-union of this country 
within the life-time of anybody living now, 
it could only come in one way: by their 
working of the staíus given thern by the 
Treaty and muin the best of it by manag: 
ing their own affairs with such efficiency 
and skill that economic conditions in the Free 
Siate would bé better than those in the other 
part of Ireland, so that there might grow up 
not only here, but there, a desire for the re 
establishment. of national unity. If the 
people who talked about an irish Republic 
meant only a republic for twenty-six 
counties,. then he was against it. He was 
against abandoning for all time the hope of 


! establishing the political unity. of Ireland. 


and, consequently, he was against any talk or 
idea of establishing a twenty-six county 
republic. He would also be against it. 
because he believed it would bring no 
additional liberty or privileges, and would 
diminish their security and. bring certain 
definite economic disadvantages. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 

Dealing with the agitation about land 
annuities, he said that the Government pro- 
pesed to publish shortly a Blue Book setting 
out in complete detail the legal ong mae 
12 connection with the question. The legal 
case for the payment of these annuities was 
absolutely watertight. The land annuities 
did not go into the British Exchequer. Land 
purchase was financed by the issue of Land 
Sieck, which was taken pgs individuals, 
corporations and companies, and was held by 
all classes of holders. The British taxpayer had 
rever had to pay a penny of the money repre- 
sented these annuities. Moreover, it was 
never ittenjed that the British. com pan 
should pay, and what was now propo was 
that they .should ‘force the British tax- 
payer, in his present bad condition, to 
pay three million pounds which the Irish 
farmers undertook to pay when. they signed 
their purchase contracts. The British 
Government could easily. collect, the amount 
of the annuities if they were not paid by 
the imposition of a levy on every beast and 
every hundredweight of bacon and butter or 
case of | that left this country. Again, 
they might have a British Government im 
power, which would use its Navy to prevent 
ships from calling at any but a couple of 

rts, and landing sufficient troops to control 
the dock areas and levy taxation sufficient 
to meet their bill on all, goods coming into 
these docks. ap 

Anybody with sense in his head could be 
sure, said Mr, Blythe, that they were not, 
at this time of day, going to force the 
British taxpayer to pay three millions for 
the cost. of land’ purchase in this country. 


LIGHT ON DE-RATING. 


Dealing with’the question of de-rating, he 
said that it was a vastly different problem 
here to what it was in and. There the 
valuation of agricultural land constituted 25 

r cent. of the total valuation; in Scotland 
it was about 6 per cent. ; in Northern Ireland 
about 38 per cent., while in the Free State it 
was about 68 per cent. Hf they had de- 
rating: here on the British plan it would 
mean that there ‘were counties. which would 
get about 90 per cent. of their revenue from 
the Exchequer, and that would mean a 
loosening oí the purse strings, and result in 
a campaign of reckless extravagance im loca! 
government, That was one aspect, but there 
was the other—the question of meeting the 
cost. In Great. Britain it was anticipated 
that in .a year ot two the complete 
cost of se ae - not merely, of agri- 
cultural land, ut also o 
would be paid out of ‘the 
and the. corresponding tax here would not 
raise more than one-fifth. of the isi 
sum, so that there would have to 
siderable number of new taxes.
